Wentworth) A bill to amend 1984 PA 218, entitled "Third party
administrator act," by amending the title and 
section 2 (MCL 550.902), and by adding sections 
26 and 27.

HB 5942 (Rep. Kahle) A bill to amend 1978 PA 368, entitled "Public 
health code," by amending section 17757 (MCL 
333.17757), as amended by 2016 PA 383, and by 
adding section 17757b.

HB 5943 (Rep. Tyrone Carter) A bill to amend 1984 PA 323, entitled "The health 
care false claim act," by amending sections 2 and 
4a (MCL 752.1002 and 752.1004a), section 4a as 
amended by 2016 PA 80.
